Minnesota Wins Victory 


In Railroad Rate Case 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—The State of Minnesota won a sub- 


stantial victory in the Supreme Court when in the Minnesota rate 
case Justice Hughes, for the court, held that the rates of the Min- 
neapolis & St. Louis Railroad were confiscatory and unconstitu- 
tional, but that the rates of the Northern Pacific and Great Nor- 
thern were valid. The decision was a victory for the State on the 
Interstate Commerce phrases of the controversy, and upon the 
confiscatory features with the exception of the portion affecting 
the Minneapolis & St. Louis.

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The President as a Lobbyist. 


A ridiculous turn has been given to the search for a tariff 


lobby in Washington. 
President Wilson now finds himself ac- 


cused of being a lobbyist, and of trying to influence legislation 
by promises of patronage or threats to withhold it. The charge 
was made by Senator Townsend of Michigan, who made the 
statement in open cofl.nin.tet; meeting. 


This is the first time the efforts of a President to influence 


legislation have been styled lobbying. Every President strives to 
influer.ce legislation. 
Every President is expected to employ 


legitimate means to bring Congress to his way of thinking, but

legitimate. Yet it is often done—not directly but indirectly. 
Cleveland employed patronage so generously to secure the repeal 
of the Sherman Silver Purchase Act that he had few regard* 
left to influence tariff legislation later on.

Still we do not think patronage is openly promised in return 


for votes. Rather the idea is conveyed by delicate suggestion j 
that the Senator or Congressman who votes contrary to the Pre°-1 
ident's wishes on some particular matter need expect no favors 
at the White House. Ne threats are made, no promises held out, 
but the man on the fence is kept at arm's length when he asks

Of course the purpose of this finesse is plain. Congressmen 


understand. They realize that patronage favors must be earned 
before they will be given. The influence has been exerted with- 
out promise of reward or threats of punishment; nevertheless 
the principle is the same, and the result is accomplished as! 
though Congressmen had been told in plain terms that the 
patronage will go with the votes that please the President. 


It has always been so. Perhaps it always will be so. Still it's 


theoretically wrong and ethically obnoxious. But no man has yet 
been able to make kissing go otherwise than by favor. In this 
State it is notorious that no legislator need expect favor if he op- 
pose the plans of the Governor. While the system here has gone to 
an unprecedented extreme it i* in essence the system that prevails 
everywhere. 
Every administration favors its friends and sup-

"rewards, if it does not actually wage war, on those who antag- 
onize it and thwart its designs. We do not call trie Governor a 
lobbyist because he sends his private secretary out among the 
legislators to inform them that he wishes this bill passed and 
that bill defeated, and that he will know his friends by the votes 
they cast. Yet we all know that behind thi= simple announce- 
ment are the hand of favor and the mailed fist of chastisement.. 


Perhaps the work is done more diplomatically in Washington, 


but the effect is the same; the influence is iexerted by the same 
play on motive. There is no mystery about it. The newspapers 
discuss it as a matter of course, and it is talked of without dis- 
guise by Senators and Congressmen as a thing to be expected 
and dealt with as other certainties are dealt with. 


That this method of influencing legislation is pernicious in 


that it plays upon both venality and fear cannot be successfully 
denied, but that it is usually prompted by a sincere motive is 
equally true. Its saving grace is that there is hardly ever a cor- 
rupt intent when legislation is influenced in this way. Sometimes 
the public will can only be made effective by buying votes with 
offices. Still it is essentially bribery, and is always apologized 
for on the ground of expediency.

That is 
the indisputable testimony of the official meteorological record

that ha<= been kppt at various point? along the coast for nearly 
fifty years. It is the month when the summer trade winds 
attain their highest velocity, when the ocean vapor, condensed as 
it drifts against the land, sweeps inshore daily in a dense, cold 
bank of fog, enveloping in its chilling embrace the outer coast 
ranges and valleys. The latter part of this week furnished usj 
with a fair example of ordinary June weather along the Cali- 
fornia coast. 


This peculiar meteorological phenomena has been scientifi- 


cally explained as being directly due to strictly natural causes. 
The so-called westerly trade winds set in during the latter part 
of April. They reach their maximum velocity in June. They 
then gradually decline in strength until the latter part of Sep- 
tember, when the season of fall, winter and early spring variables 
set in. These trade "winds are caused by the indraft of the cool 
air of the ocean to supply the vacuum along the floors of the
